Drewry's Bluff, Va, twelve miles below 
Richmond, was, during the war between 
the United and Confederate States, an im- 


portant military and naval depot of the. 


Confederates. To protect Richmond rom 
en approach up James river, a number of 
vessels were sunk off Drewry’s Bluff, and 
indeed all manner of obstructions placed 
in the river at that point. Since the war 
these obstructions have greatly interfered 
with the commerce of Richmond, and 
considerable work has already been done 
toward their removal, The Richmond pa- 
pers announce that, on Monday last, a 
party of gentlemen, composed mainly of 
ship captains and pilots, proceedcd down 
the river to examine the channel and find 
what progress had been made on the work. 
They found a channel-way completed at 
the Bluff, which is 250 feet wide, and has 
a depth of 18 feet at mean low tide. In 
doing this work, 23 heavy stone cribs, con- 
taining 6,900 cubic yards each, the sieam- 
ers North Hampton, Curtis Peck, James- 
town and Beaufort, eg of the brig Mar- 
cus, one pilot boat, four barges and scows, 
loaded with stone, besides an immense 
‘amount of timber and trees, accumulated 
by the freshets of the last nine years, have 
been removed. Lower down the river, at 
Chafin's Bluff, parties are engaged in re- 
moving the Confederate States iron-clad 
Richmond. In the magazine of the Rich- 
mond the powder-casks were found with 
the powder in good order after five years’ 
submersion. 


The subject of suicide is attracting a 
good deal of attention now, and in view 
of this fact a few brief observations 
thereon may not be out of place in these 
columns.
